During the Cuban war there 
was a total of aSo Americans killed 
and 10,000 wounded, while ^rom 
imperfect and grossly incomplete 
records- kept of deaths and ac¬ 
cidents in the industries of this 
country, during the same period, 
there were 1^500 killed and jooAxm 
woumled. 'There arc more men 
maimed and killed in the coal ficl'ls 
of Pennsylvania in one year than 
were killed and wounded in the 
Battle of Bull Run. We have the 
figures, if anyone wants them. Like¬ 
wise the men injured and killed on 
the railroads alone in one year by 
for exceed the total that were killed 
and wounded at the combined 
battles of Gettysburg, Chickatnauga 
and _ Chaucellorvi'le.

tories from committing this latest robery, and this can be done only by 
depriving the capitalists of paying any wages at all. which means the 
government ownership of the factories, and all other tneaiu of pro¬ 
duction.

And all imlieations [xiint to the conclusion tliat the gi.vcrninent 
of New Zealand will not be long in taking this last fiiul stqi toward 
the enuiicipation of those who toil. 

What titen, is the answer tiut New Zealand gives to those \iiicrican 
citizens wto, conceding the liigli ideals of Socialism, nevertliclcss con¬ 
tend that it is lurdly worth wdiile to advocate it or to vote for it be¬ 
cause it "cannot be attained at all in less tiun a thousand years” and 
wImj look forward to no nuterial change in existing condition- during 
the life time of anyone now living because "tlie world alwav- moves 
slowly?" 

Has it been "worth while" for the farmers and wage workers to 
unite at the ballot box to transform the colony in 15 years from 
po^rty-stricken group of islands into the must prosperous coimtrv on 
cartli ?

She made herself the most pros¬ 
perous country in the world when she began to pl:^ the means Of 
proiluction in the hands of the people. Her prosperity has increased 
in exact proportion to the extent that she lias substituted public capital 
lor private capital in industry. 

Let not the future historian record the sorry fact that the nation 
that fir»t established the economic equality of its citizens refused to 
establish their economic equalit>’. American citizens, with their won¬ 
derful genius for creation and organization can, if given the op¬ 
portunity, make the material successes of New Zealand look poor in¬ 
deed. The little colony that is showing the world the way has. wrought 
her victories, out of rocky islands, conipiratively liarrc.i of natural re¬ 
sources. Wc have the greatest natural resfiurccs in the world. 

It is worth while to try to do something 
for our.scives and to do it now. .And wc should proceed to our task 
with the slogan ringing in our ears that Secretary Tregear enunciated 
in 1896, when he took charge of the New Zealand I>pannicnt of 
Lalior:

against labor in the settlement of 
strikes; for the free administration 
of justice; for popular government, 
including initiative, referendum, 
proportional representation, and the 
recall of officers by their constitu- 
ants; and for every gain or .ad¬ 
vantage for the workers that may 
be wrested from the capitalist sys¬ 
tem, and that may relieve the suf¬ 
fering and strengthen the hands 
of labor. VVe lay upon every man 
elected to any executive or legisla¬ 
tive ofike the first duty of striving 
to procure whatever is (or the 
workers' most immediate Interest, 
and for whatever will lessen the 
economic and political powers of 
the workers. 

Out, in so doing, we arc using 
these rcmetlial measures as means 
to tlie one great end of the co-op¬ 
erative commonwealth. Such meas¬ 
ures of relief as we may be able 
to force from capitalism are but a 
preparation of the workers to seize 
the whole powers of government, 
in order that they may thereby lay 
hold of the whole system of in¬ 
dustry, and thus come into their 
rightful inheritance. 

To this end we pledge ourselves, 
as the party of the working class, 
to use all political power, as fast 
as it sliall be entrusted to us by 
our fellow-workers, both for their 
ultimate and compete emancipa- 
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tion. To this end we appeal to all 
is, sooner or later, inevitable. Capi¬ 
talism is already struggling to.its 
de.struction.

CHINE THAT HE FED W.AS 
NOT FEEDING HIM-the m-.cn- 
tion was not for his benefit. 

Tlie other day 1 heard a man say 
that it was almost impossible for 
thousands of good mechanics to 
get employment, and that in hi.s 
judgment the government ought 
to furnish work for the people. A 
few minutes later I lieard another 
say that he was selling a patent 
for cutTiiig out cloth, tliat one of 
tlic machines could do tlie work of 
twenty tailors, and that only the 
week before he liad sold two to a 
great house in New York and tiuit 
over forty cutters had been dis¬ 
charged. 

On every side men arc being di.s- 
charged and macliines arc invented 
to tice their places. When tlic 
great factory shuts down, the work¬ 
ers who inhabitetl it and gave it life, 
as thouglits to the brain, go away 
and It stands there like an empty 
"sloill. .A few worknnen by the 
force of habit gather alxiut the 
closed'doors and broken windows 
and talk about.distress, the price of 
food, the coming winter.
